Tho county ft* I 
turning boards meet in all counties to­ 
day to c a n v a s the returns and until 
thou th® result of Tuesday’s election 
will bo in doubt. 
Both sides ar© charg- i 
ing fraud 
Gov. Bradley has b©on telegraphed to 
by hundreds of Republicans ottering to j 
come to the state capitol to prevent Tay- I 
lor being counted out. 
Each tide claim-' the election of its 
ticket by aliout 4000 and presents figure* 
to hack up the claim. 
These figures in 
some counties vary widely and it, is im 
possible to tell which sole, if either, ha- 
accurate returns. 
C h a ir m a n Long of the Republican 
cam paign comm ittee when asked tor 
an estim ate of the vote on the git bur na 
j 
toaial race said: 
*1 have no estim ate to give, but I can 
furnish the actual figures. 
On the face 
of the returns Taylor's plurality is 4188 
All of the points have been heard from 
Twelve counties are not official, iriolnd 
ing the returns from Kenton and B reat­ 
h i t t ” 
G eneral Taylor said ho was sure of 
his election by a m ajority th a t will not 
be less than 4000. 
General Taylor said 
th at official and 
semiofficial returns 
from nearly every pi ©cinct in the state 
showed th a t he had been elected. 
On the other hand, return* from Dem­ 
ocratic sources show a plurality on tho 
face of the returns of about 2000 for Goe­ 
bel. 
This they claim is to he affected 
by teiu rn s from some missing precincts 
where the Democrats can hardly do 
worso than break even. 
Mr. Goebel 
and Senator Blackburn in interview s at 
Frankfort openly charged the Republi­ 
cans w ith fraud in the Eleventh district 
in which the returns are coming in very 
slowly. 
The indications point more 
strongly than ever to a contest before 
the legislature, which there seems no 
reasonable doubt will be controlled by 
the Denmcrats. 
W hether or not the 
members accredited to th a t party will 
stand together on questions affecting a 
contest cannot now be foretold. 
The county boards of canvassers sim ­ 
ply count and tabulate the returns. The 
state board of election commissioners 
then reviews their work and decides all 
questions affecting contested ballots. 
This commission certifies to the secre­ 
tary of state the election of officers of 
the state. 
Under the Goebel law, the 
duties of the secretary of state are con­ 
fined simply to m aking public the re­ 
sult as found by the commissioners. 
There is no appeal from the findings 
of the state board of election commis­ 
sioners, except in the case of governor 
and lieutenant governor. 
In the case of 
a contest for these offices the m atter 
goes to the legislature. 
The three mem­ 
bers of election commissioners which 
will finally pass upon the returns were 
chosen under'the term s of the Goebel 
law by the legislature which enacted 
th at measure. 
They are all Democrats. 
The law provides for a m eeting of these 
commissioners on the fourth Monday 
after the election. 
There is no hope of getting returns 
from returning boards for several da>*.

J. ii, Rathbone, the director of the 
posts for Cuba, has ju st arrived in 
W ashington in response to a call troni 
Postm aster General Smith and General 
W illiam Ludlow has been summoned 
from H avana to confer with the presi 
dent. 
On the conference with General 
Ludlow, more than anything else. will 
depend the future of Cuba. 
It was given out some time ago that 
when tho tim e for the establishm ent of 
the civil governm ent caum 
General 
Brooke would be sent for, but events 
since then have made it so clear th at one 
of the departm ent commanders may be 
better able to give inform ation of value 
on the subject than the governor gen­ 
eral. th at G eneral Ludlow has been sent 
for iii his place. 
The president himself 
is not quite convinced th at the Cubans 
are yet ready for self government, but 
some of the members of the cabinet are. 
and if G eneral Ludlow supports them 
in th a t view-, the future of t uba will tie 
assured. 
G eneral Ludlow is ail ener­ 
getic official who has made a study of 
the island entirely apart from his offi­ 
cial duties and he is authority on the 
subject. 
The measure of self govern­ 
m ent which will be given to the I Albans 
apparently w ill depend WI him. 
In any event the end of Brooke’s term 
is close at hand. 
The departm ent com­ 
m anders will rem ain for awhile, to be 
ultim ately superseded by civil govern­ 
ors, if the plan works well, but the gov 
ernor general will go. 
Nor is there any 
prospect th at Brooke will exchange the 
governor generalship for the position of 
civil governor.
